They were~ S/aves every Way; no Part of the Land 
their own ; their Bodies not their own ; nor could they 
fay their Souls were their own ; and yet thefe People, the 
real avbole People, the true Populus Umiverfus, are raifed 
up toa Dignity equal to rhe prefent People of England ! 
But can any thing be fo monitroufly abfurd? Can 
thefe ‘poor, juff animated Clods, thefe Hever} of Wood, 
and Drawers of Water, who were the abjalate Property 
of others, be compared to the People of England at this 
Day, when there are *hree or four hundred thoufand Free- 
holders and Breemen, who make their own Laws ; who 
try theirown Fellow. Subjects ; who are no Man’s Pro- 
perty.; who are as truly their own asthe greateft Nobi- 
lity in the Kingdom ; nay, as the King himfelf; who 
are, in every Senfe of the Word; Freemen; who have 
not only their Fftates free, and-their Perjfons free, but 
their Underflandings free too. | 

Tuts is our happy Caf, ard not only the Happi- 
nefs of Freeholacrs and Freemen; but the Happinefs of 
all the Individuals in the Kingdom, tho’ they. have no 
Share of Land, nor are free of a Corporation ; tho’ 
they are not degales Homines, ox free, in the legal Senfé of. 
the Word ; yet they are abfolutely free in the natural 
Senfe of it: Their Perfons ate as free as the Perfon of 
Majefty itfelf; and their fittle datly Properties are full 
as fecure. No Man, no not the higheft, can fay to 
the meanefi Man in England, What deft thou ? wile he 
violates no Man’s Property, nor injures any Man’s 
Rerfon: This, I fay, is the fortunate Condition of 
Englifomen at this Days they are all really free; and 
there are alinoft half a Million “gall free ; whereas, in 
the Times we are writing about, no Man had any 
real Freedom, and but very few ldegal Freedoin. 

From thete Premifes, which (by thofe who are ac- 
quainted .with the Stave ef ancient ‘limes) are known 
to be /rictiy true, what fhall we think of am Amsbor, 
who affirms, That the People of Englayd, the whole 
People were Free 3 and ; that Parliaments Were the fame 
efjentially, tho’ not formally, as they are now. How 
could Parliaments be the fame eféxtial/y, when there 


was fo finall a Proportion of dga/ Men, Freeholders or 


Freemen, perhaps not one in @ -Thoujand to what there 
are now? And, when thofe. Bre¢holders or Freemen, 
few as they were, did not cheofe any Member of Parlia- 
ment, or fend one Man up to the great Councils ; when, 
there were no Elefors nor Edefed: But, the King fent 
for what Perfons he pleafed among Ais great Tenants ; 
as we have fhewn, beyond all Poffibility of Contra- 
diction, from King ‘Fobn’s Magna 
Authorities ; and, as our Authe,; himfelf has acknows, 


ledged in his laft Paper, where he fays, ** The Perfons% = 


‘‘ who compoftd thoie Affemblies, in ancient ‘Times, 
‘‘ took their Seats by virtue of their Tenures, and NOT, BY 
‘‘ Evecrion, or Detecation, as at preient.” 
Is not this affirming with me, That the Parliaments of 
thofe Days, were neither campofed of the People, nor 
chofen wy the People ? For which I was called Jnfamous 
Wretch, and the Pofition, an Prfasmous Pofition.

Tis very evident to all who know the State of 
ungs at that Time, that the People were of no Conifi- 
mation ; the Legiflature was not then regal, ariflocra- 
al, and democratical, as ‘tis now ; but regal and 
ifocratical only; and the 4Ariflocracy was compofed of 
dignified Clergy and the great Laicty. The People had no 
got by the Conftitution in making Laws, or ferving on 
wuts, of being EleGors or eleéted ; for they had xo Pro- 
- The Church, till the Statute of Mortmttin was 
ade, had near two Trirds of the Lands, and the King 
x Parens the rett ; but the People had nothing of thezr 
> Ror indeed were their Perjons their own, but be- 
pO the King, the Church, or the Nobility, who 
upon them as their Vafals and Slaves, or Head 
“, and would have treated them as iuch too, 


‘The Man who afferts, with all Circum/tances and biflori- 
cal Evidence on his Side, that the ancient Englifh were 
Slaves, anid, that Liberty was not their Inheritance: Or, 
the Man who aflerts, againft the Ewidence of our Senfes, 
and againit the Experience of every Subject in England, 
that we are, AT PRESENT, in a State of LecaL 
Stavery, and PartiamentTary Trranny ? 
And yet this, I do affirm, is the Senfe and Words too 
of feveral late Craft/men wrote by the Author we are 
now contending with. 

Bur, to proceed: Can the Effénce of our Parlia- 
ments, I fay, be the fame then and now, when, the 
Parliaments of thofe Days had not one E ffential 
to the Conftitution of a free national Parliament; and, 
our prefent Parliaments have every Effintial?
